NAPA- NOTES. 


A Description of tiie Land of Grdpes— 
Wine Cheaper Than Milk. 


Correspondence. 
Nara City, September 10, 1881. 

Eptton GAzerte:—Pethaps a few 
items about this town will be inter- 
esting to many of your readers. 

Napa City is located at the bead of 
navigation on Napa river, sixteen 
miles from Valejo. It contains about 
five thousand inhabitants, has three 
good public school houses, several 
very fine churches, many costly resi- 
dences and a nutnber of private school 
buildings includiog the Napa Insti- 
tute, Oakmound school for boys, and 
the Ladies Seminary. It is the Co. 
Seat of Napa county, and the court 
house wich was built five years ago 
is one of the finest buildings of the 
kind on the Coast, It is said that the 
streets were laid out with a lass-rope, 
and there is no reason to disbelieve it, 
for they intersect each other in all di- 
rections. Napa has but little trade 
with outside towns, and the business 
establishments are not very large. 
Two tanneries, two flouring mills 
and a wind-mill manufactory consti- 
tute the leading industries, Water 
has to be pumped from the river, and 
hence few of the streets are sprinkled, 
and at times the dust from the streets 
almost suffocates those on the side- 
walks, | 

Napa valley is from five to ten miles 
wide, and sixty miles long, extending 
from Valejo to Calistoga, and these 
two places are connected by the 
Napa Valley Railroad, which passes 
through Napa City. There has been 
a great deal of trouble in this valley 
over lond titles. The land now is 
Mostly cut up into small ranches of 
from fifty to three hundred acres, 
Wines and wheat are the principal 
products, although truits of different 
kinds is raised to a great extent, but 
hundreds and thousands of acres are 
in wine grapes, and a great quantity 
of the“ Red juice” is shipped from 
here every year. Last year wine was 
sold here in the valley as low as twenty 
cents a gallon, while good milk was 
worth from twenty-five to thirty cents 
per gallon. Napa valley presents a 
striking contrast between the rich and 
the poor. Ou the road coming into 
Napa City you see the rich man driv- 
ing in with his fine carriage, and just 
behind him the poor rancher driving 
along with his rickety wagon that has 
felt the sun for twenty summers, and 
endured the storms of as many win- 
ters, and if you ask à few questions 
you will, perhaps, learn that the ‘‘rich 
man” is a banker in San Francisco, 
and has just been out in the valley to 
look at his raneh, and that the poor 
man”has been living here since“ 50.“ 
In my next I will say something about 
the College and students who are here 
from Nevada. J. B. W.
